Radiological  contamination  is  the  deposit  of  dust  or  dirt  cont aining  radio- 
activo  materials  upon  the  surface  of  the  skin,  clothing,  vehicles  or  equipment. 
Decontamination  consists  of  the  removal  of  this  dust  or  dirt  by  bruslting,  swoop¬ 
ing, washing,  or  abrasion. 

3.  EXECUTION 

a.  Observers:  Bcforo  personnel  are  entrucked  at  the  entrucking  point  to 
leave  the  trench  area,  all  personnel  and  vehicles  will  bo  swept  off  with  brooms, 
aid  then  survoyod  for  radiation  contamination.  Rad-Saf  o  personnel  will  condict 
the  survey  aujjacnted  by  a  20  man  monitoring  team  with  AN/PDR  27A  Radiac  instru¬ 
ments.  If  the  maximum  tolerance  intensity  is  still  20  mr/hr  or  greater,  the 
vehicle  or  person  ccnccmod  will  again  bo  swept  off  wi  th  a  brom  in  another 
attompt  to  lower  tho  intensity  by  removing  the  dust  or  dirt.
